(206) 223-7000, has been functioning as the spokesperson of the ad hac
committee in discussions with Mr. Jackson Fox, Assistant U.S. Attorney,
the lead Government negotiator. :

These 1ists are summations of the data in EPA's computer base. Most
potentially responsible parties who sent in signed affidavits to EPA have
received {nformation on their individual transactions in EPA's computer
base. We were not able to adjust for errors which have been brought to
EPA's attention prior to preparing these summaries. Further clarification
-of records by potentially responsible partfes may also modify these
figures. For these and other reasons, these summaries should be
considered draft.

Same potenttally responsible parties' names may be missing from these

lists. This is because all of EPA's information is not on the computar
base; These parties are still considerad to be potentially responsibie
parties. ‘

among the potentially responsible parties.
